If they all had fenther. beds and 
five-course ineols they would still 
be tho most-wronged and un- 
happy people in Europe to-day, 
for what is important to them is 
their future, life itself. 
SUDETEN PRISONERS 
_At present.they are hardly liv- 
ing; time has stopped for them; 
they are surrounded by blank- 
ness in front of them, filled with 
a terror that every hour may be 
thelr last, that at any moment the 
police may come to herd them 
back over the fronticr into Ger- 
many or else put them into con- 
centration camps in this country. 
These Sudcten Germans cannot 
stay In thia country; although 
they are still citizens they are 


. not allowed, to work and never 


. Wil be, 


Except in rare cases the 
Czech authorities make no at- 
tempt to conceal their desire to 
be rid of them. 

One group told me how they 
had been sput on in the streets of 
Prague.. In another camp, where

But touch and vision also 
play their roles in the complex 
sensation of taste. 

The arrangement of taste buds 
in the tongue produces some Bur- 
prising effects. When a youngster 
lays down his.ten cents for an ice 
cream cone he does not, as a rule, 
tuke a bite of it—he licks it, be- 
cause most of the taste buds 
which arg sensitive lo sweet are 
in the’ t.p of the tongue. { ;

Psychologists who have investi- 
gated the matter tell us that, on 
an average, it takes: us ane-half 
second to taste anything. You 
can taste salt fastest of all, then 


sweet, then sour, then bitter, The . 


position of the taste buds in the 
tongue may have something to do 
with these relative speeds, but 
the experts aren't cocksure about 
it, 

They are sure, however, that 
the taste bud mechanism explains 
why you can’t taste a diamond or 
a plece of string. You can de- 
monstrate the phenomenon with 
your own tongue. Stick out your 


tongue, wave it, apply blotting | 
+ paper, or use any other pleasing 


method to dry it thoroughly. Now 
place a sugar cube on tho tongue 
tip, It ought to taste sw@et. 
Actually, if tongue and sugar are 
truly dry, it has no taste at all. 


To taste sugar, or any other 
substance, it has:‘to be in solu- 
tion, Uquefied sufficiently to flow 
into those microscopic pits in the 
tongue’s surface’ and excite: the 
taste buds. 

. Very, rarely do we take our 


_ tastes “straight.” More or less in- 


stinctively we modify raw tasto 


- sengutions by seasoning to taste, 


Sugar is sweet and tea is bitter, 
henee we add sugar to ten for a 
more pleasing flavour. For the 
same reason we added suger to 
grapefruit or lemon juice to mo- 
dify the sour taste. We add salt 
to correct the sweetness of 
‘an over-ripe melon and we, use 
‘bitter chocolate to enrobe cream 
fillings in candy, 


Things don't always taste the 
same at different times. Take a 
bite of a ripe apple. Sweet, isn’t 
it? Now cat two or three bonbons 
and then take another bite out of 
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the apple. The apple. tastes 
sour! Has something happened 
to it? No, sour wags intermingled 


_ with sweet in your first taste of 


the apple, but sweet predominat- 
ed. Then, after your sweet taste- 
buds were powerfully stimulat- 
ed hy the bonbons, the second 
bite af the apple tasted sour be- 


-enuse ita sweetness was many 


times less intense than that of 
the candy. You had become adapt- 
ed to an extremely strong sweet 
stimulus, : 


You get tired of tasting certain 
flavours, just as your cyes get 
tired of seeing - certain colours 
and your ears of hearing certain 
sounds, Look at bright colours. 
long enough and they seem to 
fade; live near a boiler factory 
long enough and the din grows 
fainter. Why docs the first draft 
on. a cigarette or cigar always 
taste best? Simply becnuse you 
become adapted to the taste 
(and, more importantly, to the 
smell) as you continue smoking. 

The professional tasters who 
yrade ten and coffee are, in the 
main, no better equipped with 
‘yustatory organs than’ you or 1, 
But they have trained themaelves 
to perceive more sharply, These 
experts are in reality better 
smellers than they are tasters; 
many substances which have 
characteristic flavours actually 
have little or no taste. 


You would probabl y agree, for 
instance, that camphor gum has 
an unusually distinctive, pungent 


_taate, But close your nostrils, put 


some of the substance on your 
tongue, and you'll discover that 
it has no taste at all. Turkey and 
veal and mutton seem to have 
characteristic tastes, but blind- 
fold yourself, held your nose, and 
if you are able to distinguish 
these, unseasoned meats it will 
be because of your  tongue’s 
sense of touch, not because of 
flavour,

capacity and foojhardiness at tho 
expense of thelr peoples, 


Tho same is also true in the 
case of statesmen, invested with 
oxtraordinary powers in times of 
war, This is by no means contrary 
tq the democratic ideal. On the 
other hand, it forms part of good 
democratic . Governments — as 
proved in contemporary. English 
history. In critical moments, the 
leading statesmen, are invested 
with special powers as lony as de- 
sirable. This does not signify that 
the demoeracies. have any inten- 
tion, even temporary, of introduc- 
ing a dictatorship; it is merely a 
demonstration of democratic dis- 
cipline. ; ‘ 


But what is important is this? In 
hardly any democratic ‘country, 
especially in wartime or other de- 
cisive moments, has it been diffi- 
cult to find sultable holders for 
such offices. For this, no Hfe-long 
dictatorship is necessary. Who can 
guarantee that a man who has 
ruled his country for a decade and 
may htive done much for his peo- 
ple during this time, will not be 
unable to cope with emergencies? 
For Germany, the fate of Willinm 
Il is an example. Then again— 
above all in Germany—it has often 
happened that a number of gen- 
erals, expert in military matters 
and predestined to. dictatorship in 


that the American War of Inde- 4 


pendence was led by a dictator? 
It may be unfortunate to adduce 
{these examples, but ‘there is at 
present a danger that nationalist 
socialigt propaganda, in crossing 
the frontiers, may awake else-
